OBITUARY  NOTE. 

Word  has  just  been  received  of  the  death  at 
Morristown,  N.  J.,  of  Frederic  Beecher  Perkins, 
formerly  librarian  of  this  library.  Mr.  Perkins 
was  a  grandson  of  Dr.  Lyman  Beecher  and 
was  born  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  in  1828.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  class  of  1850  of  Yale,  and  in 
1 85 1  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  After  service  as 
assistant  editor  of  "Barnard's  American  Journal 
of  Education"  and  librarian  of  the  Connecticut 
Historical  Society,  he  became  secretary  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library.  In  1880,  he  was  chosen 
librarian  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  a 
position  which  he  filled  until  November,  1887. 
Mr.  Perkins  was  a  man  of  strong  character  and 
scholarly  attainments  and  commanded  the  re- 
spect of  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.

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A  NEW  BRANCH  LIBRARY. 


A  new  branch  library  has  been  opened  at 
2016  Fillmore  Street,  between  Pine  and  Cali- 
fornia. It  is  provided  with  about  2,000  volumes 
of  standard  and  popular  books,  the  current 
periodicals  and  newspapers,  and  some  good 
works  of  reference.  More  books  will  be  added 
from  time  to  time  as  they  may  be  needed. 
Those  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  branch  who 
so  desire  may  obtain  books  from  the  Main 
Library  by  leaving  orders  for  the  same  at  the 
branch.  All  persons  holding  library  cards  are 
entitled  to  use  them  either  at  the  Main  Library 
or  at  a  branch. 

THE  BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 


In  view  of  the  opening  of  another  branch 
library  and  the  extension  of  the  library's  facilities 
to  many  who  have  not  hitherto  availed  them- 
selves of  its  privileges  it  seems  appropriate  that 
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the  following  statement  concerning  these  libra- 
ries should  be  reprinted  : 

For  the  convenience  of  the  residents  in  dis- 
tricts remote  from  the  City  Hall,  six  branch 
libraries  are  maintained  by  the  library  authori- 
ties. Their  situation  is  given  on  the  preceding 
page,  and  the  number  of  volumes  in  each  is 
stated  above.  They  are  not  to  be  regarded  as 
libraries  complete  in  themselves,  but  simply  as 
detached  portions  of  the  Main  Library  placed 
as  they  are  in  order  to  make  the  library  acces- 
sible to  residents  in  all  parts  of  the  city.  The 
branch  libraries  serve  as  reading-rooms,  some  of 
the  leading  newspapers-  and  other  periodicals 
being  kept  on  file.  Secondly,  they  are  stations 
for  the  receipt  and  delivery  of  books  from  the 
Main  Library.  They  also  serve  as  reference 
libraries  on  a  small  scale,  a  small  collection  of 
standard  reference  books  being  maintained  in 
each.  Lastly,  there  is  placed  in  each  branch  a 
collection  of  standard  fiction  and  other  books 
for  which  there  is  a  constant  demand,  and  of 
which  several  copies  are  required.  As  a  matter 
of  convenience  to  both  Library  and  the  patrons 
of  the  branches  such  books  are  placed  perma- 
nently in  the  branches  in  preference  to  having 
them  continually  passing  to  and  from  the  Main 
Library.  The  aim  is  to  satisfy  the  wants  of  a 
person  who  may  go  to  a  branch  library  for  a 
book  to  read,  not  seeking  for  any  particular 
author  or  work,  but  desiring  simply  some  good 
book.  It  is  designed  to  have  the  collections  in 
the  branches  of  such  a  character  that  any  book 
in  them  may  be  read  with  profit.  Books  for 
which  there  are  less  frequent  calls,  and  of  which 
one  or  two  copies  in  the  Main  Library  suffice, 
when  wanted  at  a  branch  are  sent  there  from 
the  Main  Library. 

All  borrowers'  cards,  whether  used  at  the 
Main  Library  or  a  branch,  are  issued  from  the 
Main  Library.  Borrowers  may  draw  from  either 
a  branch  library  or  the  Main  Library,  but  not 
from  both  simultaneously.  All  books  must  be 
returned  at  the  place  from  whence  drawn.  If 


by  reason  of  some  delinquency  a  borrower  for- 
feits his  privileges,  the  forfeiture  applies  with 
equal  force  at  the  Main  Library  and  the  branches. 


SOME  NOTEWORTHY  BOOKS. 

We  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  following 
items  which  appear  among  the  accessions  listed 
this  month:  Miintz's  "Leonardo  da  Vinci,"  an 
important  contribution  to  art  history;  Knackfuss' 
"Holbein"  and  "Raphael,"  the  first  volumes 
translated  into  English  of  a  valuable  series  of 
monographs  on  artists  now  in  course  of  publica- 
tion in  Germany;  Lahontan's  "  New  voyages  to 
North  America";  Hutchinson's  "  History  of  the 
colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay";  Walpole's  "Mem- 
oirs of  the  reign  of  George  II.";  and  Norden- 
skiold's  "Periplus,"  a  continuation  of  his  "Fac- 
simile atlas "  which  was  listed  in  the  April 
number  of  this  Bulletin.  To  the  student  of  early 
and  mediaeval  geography  "  Periplus  "  will  be  of 
special  value.  An  extract  from  a  review  of  the 
work  printed  in  the  Geographical  Journal  may 
be  found  in  another  column.

THE  LIBRARY  CATALOGUES. 


Books  are  catalogued  under  the  names  of 
their  authors,  under  the  subjects  to  which  they 
relate,  and  when  having  distinctive  titles,  under 
those  also.  The  names  of  authors,  the  titles  of 
books  and  the  subjects  to  which  they  relate  are 
arranged  in  one  alphabetic  series  contained  in 
the  Rudolph  Indexers  in  the  Delivery  Room  of 
the  Main  Library.  These  indexers  contain  the 
complete  catalogue  of  all  books  in  the  Main 
Library  excepting  juvenile  books  and  fiction  in 
English.  In  order  to  find  a  book,  look  for  the 
name  of  the  author  if  known,  for  the  first  word 
of  the  title  not  an  article,  or  under  the  subject 
to  which  it  relates. 

Portions  of  the  catalogue  have  been  printed 
from  time  to  time,  and  are  available  for  use,  as 
follows:
